An Ordinance further to amend the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action; 

Now, THEREFORE, in exercisc of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promul¬ 
gate the following Ordinance: — 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Representation of the Short dtk 
People (Amendment) Ordinance, 1956. ^

the Representation of the People Act, 1950 shall have effect subject 43 of i95o. 
to the following amendment, namely: — 

That in sub-section (J) thereof, for the words, letters and 
figures “the 1st day of November, 1956”, the words, letters and 
figures “the 1st day of December, 1956” shall be substituted and 
shall be deemed always to have been substituted.
